Should This Area Withdraw 
From Sequoia High School? 


City Councilman 
Opposes Move

Certainly few people tn this area 
doubt the desirability of having a 
high school in Menlo Park. With- 
in a very few years, at most, We 
will have one—one way or another. 
It is vital, however, that we agree on 
just what we want and how we pro- 
pose to get it. 


The Recorder and Mr. Clayton El- 
liott have strongly presented a case 
for secession from the Sequoia Un- 
ion High School District and the 
formation of our own local jurisdic- 
tion. Our Mayor, Mr. Charles Bur- 
gess, has emphasized the financial 
disadvantages of this and advocated 
a local school under the Sequoia 
board. Recognizing that it is not 
easy to divorce oneself either from 
civic pride or from a financial and 
administrative point of view, let us 
examine our problem, first of all, 
with the welfare of all our children 
in mind. 

We may as well agree that by 
1960 we Will probably have 7000-odd 
students enrolled in high schools at 
Belmont, Redwood City and Menlo

Growth of District, Rising 


By Keith Walker 

A gain of 38 per cent has increas- 
ed this year’s Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict tax rate to 75.63 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. Last year the 
rate was 55.19 cents. 

Concurrently, the budget has in- 
creased from $86,910.37 to $132,000, 
or a raise of $45,090. 

What has caused this increase? 

Not just one item in the budget, as 
there were increases in every divis- 
ion. 

Salaries received the largest 
hoost. They raised the budget $20,- 
000 over last year’s. The increase 
was due primarily to higher wages, 
as only two additional men were 
employed. Firemen’s wages had to 
be raised this year to compensate 
for the higher cost of living. Be- 
ginning firemen now get $215 per 
month. 

Reserves—Second highest boost 
came in general reserves. The al- 


lowance for them was increased 
13,290. They now total $20,000. 

Maintenance and Operation — A 
$3,800 raise in maintenance and op- 
eration can be broken down as fol- 
lows: Firehouse expense and gen- 
eral maintenance, increase of $1,700; 
district’s retirement system, $1,500; 
insurance, $200, and election, $100. 
A new item, convention expense, ad- 
ded $300. 

Capital Outlay funds were hiked 
$8,000 to a total of $10,000. How- 
ever, this isn’t as violent a boost as 
might seem at first glance, because 
three years ago $10,046 was spent 
this way. Also, last year $4,107 was 
used for replacement of equipment 
and $5,464.86 for purchase of a new 
substation site. 

These may seem like larger in- 
creases than necessary, but the fire 
commissioners had a definite reason, 
providing for them. Increased costs 
and inflation of prices made it im- 


possible for them to stay within last 
year’s budget in nearly every respect. 
They exceeded it by about $12,000 

For one thing, an additional $10,- 
000 (over the budget) was spent on 
salaries. Maintenance and opera- 
tion took $2,000 more than they had 
bargained for, and capital outlay 
used up $7,572 extra. The result 
was that in most cases they had to 
increase the budget items this year 

DISTRICT COMPARED 

Now let’s compare Menlo Park’s 
budget with those of the nine other 
special fire districts in San Mateo 
County. 

Last year Menlo Park district had 
the fifth highest tax rate. This 
year it is third. 

It would be in second place ex- 
cept for a new district just organ- 
ized—North Coastside Fire District 
—which has a tax basis of $1. In 
first place is Brisbane, with $1.1638.

PERCENTAGES COMPARED 

It might be more accurate to com- 
pare the percentage increase in tax 
rates. Menlo Park, with an in- 
crease of 38 per cent, is second place. 
Colma Fire District gained the most, 
51.5 per cent. Those just lower than 
Menlo Park are Bayshore Fire Dis- 
trict, 27 per cent, and Half Moon 
Bay, 21 per cent. 

On the other hand, in Lomita 
Park Fire District, taxes dropped 61 
per cent (from 81.25 cents to 32.06 
cents) due to a curious mixture ot 
accumulated reserves and a sharp 
57 per cent increase in assessed val- 
uation. Brisbane taxes are 8.5 per 
cent lower this year. 


A retirement system for Menlo 
Park city employes and removal of 
department heads from civil service 
are two propositions which probab- 
ly will be put before the voters in 
next April’s municipal election. 


The retirement system would re- 
quire an addition to the present $1 
city tax limit. 


Concerning the second proposal, 
Mayor Charles Burgess pointed out 
that appointment of department 
heads by the new city manager 
would take the matter out of poli- 
tics.

Another interesting comparison is 
this one: Woodside Fire District 
(with $5,184,360) is second to Menlo 
Park in assessed valuation. Yet its 
rate is almost identical to last year’s 
—59.89 cents as compared with 59.82 
cents. 

AREA IS GROWING 

Malcolm G. Paterson, chairman 
of the Menlo Park Board of Fire 
Commissioners, commenting on this 
year’s budget, pointed out that the 
district is growing and that the fire 
department must keep ahead of its 
growth in personnel and equipment. 

In personnel—although Menlo 
Park firemen are getting more, they 
still aren’t being paid as much as 
those of Palo Alto and Redwood 
City, where beginning firemen get 
$250 a month. 

Menlo Park firemen are hand- 


picked, however, on the basis of cap- 
ability and citizenship. For example,

In equipment—no new fire fight- 

ing equipment was bought last year, 
except for a pickup truck to take 
the place of the fire marshall’s car, 
but the site for a substation at the 
corner of Valparaiso Avenue and 
Alameda de las Pulgas was purch- 
ased. Its purchase was based upon 
recommendations of fire underwrit- 
ers. Action was taken because of 
the sharp increase in construction 
of new homes in the surrounding 
area. Building of the firehouse can- 
not start until sufficient funds are 
available, Paterson said. 

The tax rate should have been 
raised last year, the fire commis- 
sioned asserted. If it had been, 
the tax rate would have been 65c 
both years, rather than 55c last 
year and %75c this year.

for, too. Obviously, there just aren't 
the resources to enable us to build, 
by ourseives, a first-class high school 
as well. Let us not repeat the un- 
happy experience of dozens of hich 
school districts in the state where 
growing communities have waited 
ten and twenty years for a gymnas- 
ium or a shop building, always just 
out of financial reach. 


That a Menlo High School would 
be merely a “branch” of Sequoia 
if under our present union board is 
not inevitable. Every growing city 
adds new units to its educational 
plant; ordinarily voters in a dist- 
rict with a crowded school are just 
as anxious as any others to see new 
schools erected. They learn quickly 
that if their own children are not to 
share imposssible crowding, other 
parts of the district must be pro- 
vided for. Under a capable board, 
the entire community benefits from 
| @ better distribution of buildings and 
funds. 

In our case I believe that such a 
capable board would begin, as soon 
as possible, a school plant in Menlo. 
It would provide only an academic 
school until the local enrollment was 
large enough to support specialized 
courses. Until such time students 
with special interests would study at 
Sequoia. With the resources of the 
entire school district to draw on, 
however, I am confident that we 
would enjoy a school to satisfy all 
needs years before we could accom- 


: Plish this end by ourselves. 


That such a Menlo School is not 
already under construction is prob- 
ably partly our own fault. Certainly 
no real community effort has been 
made during the past ten years to 
elect high school trustees sponsor- 
ing such a program.

of disease its cause must first bee 


understood, and Dr. Foley says that 
tooth decay, as we know it at the 
present time, “is caused by a bac- 
terial organism—L.B.A.O.” And he 
bases that conviction on the fact 
that this organism is present in all 
mouths where decay is found, with 
increasing numbers where the pa- 
tient’s resistance is low. He believes 
that a change in the environment in 
which the bacilli grow and multiply 
can inhibit their growth and act- 
ually eliminate them. 

“The actual process of decay is 
caused by the formation of acids in 
the mouth by the action of bacteria 
on sugars and starches that remain 
between, and in, the crevices of the 
teeth after the food has been swal- 
lowed” he explained. “There acids 
are formed rapidly and are in great- 
est concentration five to twenty 
minutes after eating sugars and 
starches,” he continued, saying that 
it was not the general acidity of the 
saliva, but rather the acid formed 
in certain protected areas of the 
teeth that cause the damage. 

Although Nature has provided a 
defense against these acids, Dr. Fol- 
ey feels that this defense is inade- 
quate to cope with our modern 
diets. He enumerated various sub-

stances that would neutralize this 
acidity if it were possibly to apply 
them at the proper time and place. 
Some of them that are up to 50% 
effective could only be applied by 
a dentist, or under his supervision. 
And this dentist went on to say 
that there is surely a better way 
of dealing with disease than the 
good, old specific “cure”, calling for 
a drug for this and a drug for that, 
plus pills and more pills.

“Would it not seem a more effic- 
ient proaedure to strengthen the 
body so that its resistance to dis- 
ease would be greater?” said Dr. 
Foley. And since certain bacilli 
must be present in a certain en- 
vironment before tooth decay can 
take place, “why not make those 
conditions impossible by diet alone?” 
said he. 

Sugar consumption, including 
“hidden” sugars, was discussed by 
the speaker as one of the main caus- 
es for the destructive acidity af- 
fecting the health of teeth. He be- 
lieves that the appetite can be re- 
educated and that children will 
cooperate with intelligent adult 
guidance in this matter. That a diet 
rich in fresh fruits and vegetables 
results in greater neutralization of 
the attacking acids. 

While the dental problem is not 
the most important result of poor 
diet it is an effect that is most 
quickly seen, hence, said Dr. Foley, 
Dentistry has taken the lead in this 
subject.
